State Solons OK Department Split 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
The 
Gilligan 
administration 
scored 
a modest 
legislative 
triumph Wednesday with House 
passage of an executive reorga­ 
nization bill, but faced a diffi­ 
cult decision on election law re­ 
form legislation finally cleared 
by the general assembly. 
The House approved 79-7 and 
sent to the Senate an 
adminis­ 
tration-backed measure to di­ 
vide the present Ohio Depart­ 


ment of Mental Hygiene 
and 
Correction into two separate 
cabinet-level 
agencies—a 
De­ 
partment of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation, and a De­ 
partment of Corrections. 
The split in functions of the 
present department has been a 
legislative objective of the ex­ 
ecutive branch of government 
since the administration of for­ 
mer Gov. Michael DiSalle. 
Gov. John Gilligan’s Citizens 


Task Force on Mental Health 
and 
Retardation earlier this 
year urged adoption of the leg­ 
islation so the separate depart­ 
ments would have “the best 
chance to achieve the human 
goals set for them.” 
Dr. Kenneth Gaver, director 
designate of the existing De­ 
partment of Mental Hygiene 
and Correction, has called the 
combined operation “just too 
big and too diverse to permit

fense sources say Pakistan has 
sent freighters to Communist

House Backs 


School 


Aid Program 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
House has gone on record in fa­ 
vor of a major new program of 
general aid to the nation’s col­ 
leges that could cost $1 billion a 
year. 
Despite strong administration 
opposition, doubts us to its con­ 
stitutionality and warnings that 
it could lead to federal control 
of higher education, an attempt 
to kill the program was over­ 
whelmingly defeated, 310 to 84, 
Wednesday. 
The new aid program is the 
costliest item in a massive five- 
year, $21.7-billion higher educa­ 
tion bill on which the House is 
expected to complete action to­ 
day. 
Before the final vote is taken, 
however, the House will have to 
deal again with President Nix­ 
on’s $1.5-billion school deseg­ 
regation bill, which was de­ 
feated Monday on a prelimi­ 
nary test. 
Tile bill, rewritten to include 
an antibusing provision, will be 
reoffered today or Friday as an 
amendment to the higher edu­ 
cation bill. 
The new general aid program 
for colleges and universities to 
help them meet rising costs of 
education. Although the govern­ 
ment now provides large sums 
to colleges in research grants 
and special aid, no operating 
funds are being provided. 
Rep. 
Edith 
Green 
D-Ore., 
chief sponsor of the bill, said 
there is a financial crisis in the 
higher 
education 
community 
that could cause hundreds of in­ 
stitutions to close within the 
next few years unless they re­ 
ceive federal help. 


The military equipment used 
by both countries is a mixed 
bag, chiefly of American, Brit­ 
ish and Communist origin. 
In­ 
creasingly in recent years, the 
Indians have relied on the Rus­ 
sians, and the Pakistanis on the 
Communist Chinese for arms.

to Communist China to load ar­ 
tillery, mortars, vehicles and 
ammunition for Chinese-manu­ 
factured tanks used by the Pa­ 
kistanis. 
A second Pakistani ship was 
reported bound for Romania to 
take on rifles, machine guns 
and small-arms ammunition. 
Because of the political sensi­ 
tivity of U.S. relations with the 
two rival countries, the Penta­ 
gon classifies 
figures covering 
the bulk of U.S. military aid to 
India and Pakistan since 1950. 
By conservative estimates, this 
and has run into hundreds 
of 
millions of dollars. . 
The only declassified figures 
available show that since 1966 
outright U.S. grant aid to India 
has totalled $4 million and to 
Pakistan about $400,000. These 
allotments were for training 
only, the Pentagon said. 
In that same period military 
sales to India have come to 
about $9 million, to Pakistan 
about $43.2 million. 
India’s 
armed forces 
total 
about 980,000 men, not counting 
reservists called up recently by 
the Indian government because 
of the crisis. Pakistan, on the 
other hand, has fewer than 400,- 
000 men under arms. 
The last time the Pakistani 
Moslems and Indians, who are 
mainly Hindu, fought was in 
September 1965, but no signifi­ 
cant military decision resulted 
from the brief war.

SAIGON (AP) — U.S. heli­ 
copter gunships wiped out a 
North Vietnamese truck depot 
ip the northern quarter of South 
Vietnam, destroying all IO ve­ 
hicles and killing ll enemy sol­ 
diers, the U.S. Command an­ 
nounced today. 
The attack on the truck depot 
was the biggest action reported 
as Defense Secretary Melvin R. 
Laird conferred with Ambassa­ 
dor Ellsworth Bunker and Gen. 
Creighton W. Abrams on fur­ 
ther American troop cutbacks, 
economic aid to South Vietnam 
and the pacification program. 
A spokesman for the U.S. 
Command, Maj. Richard Gard­ 
ner, 
said 
American 
pilots 
spotted the truck depot between 
the Laotian border and the A 
Shau 
valley, 
a 
key 
trans­ 
shipment 
point 
for 
supplies 
coming off the Ho Chi Minh 
trail. 
Gardner 
said 
the 
2H-ton 
trucks 
were 
spotted off the 
road, but the action reports did 
not indicate whether they were 
loaded. There were no reports 
of secondary explosions, which 
would indicate hits on ammuni­ 
tion or fuel, he added. 
The attack was made by gun­ 
ships of the 101st Airborne Divi­ 
sion, the only American divi­ 
sion still in South Vietnam. 
There were no U.S. casualties, 
Gardner reported. 
As Laird in his conferences 
mapped plans for an end to the 
U.S. 
ground 
combat role in 
Vietnam, the South Vietnamese 
command prepared for new dry 
season offensives to strengthen 
its hand before the major por­ 
tion of the American troops are 
withdrawn by next July.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Agriculture Department is con­ 
sidering a plan which would en­ 
able Swift & Co. to market 50,-

In Europe 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A top 
U.S. air-pollution official says 
European auto makers have de­ 
veloped test vehicles apparent­ 
ly able to meet the United 
States’ 1975 and 1976 emission 
standards. 
Dr. John T. Middleton, direc­ 
tor of the air-pollution-control 
office 
of 
the 
Environmental 
Protection Agency, told news­ 
men he and an aide saw low- 
pollution test cars in Germany, 
Sweden. Italy, France and Brit­ 
ain during recent visits. 
E P A 
announced 
several 
weeks ago that an experimental 
au<o engine developed by the 
Ford Motor Co. also appeared 
capable of meeting the future 
standards, which require 90 per 
cent reductions in emission of 
common pollutants. 
Ford quickly protested that 
the engine was a long way 
from readiness for commercial 
production. 
So are the European ver­ 
sions, Middleton said, but he 
added, “What it means is that 
they have the technology. It’s 
just a matter of getting them 
!nto production economically.” 
Middleton said some of the

were

proved internal-combustion en­ 
gines—the kind now commonly 
used—but others 
were 
other 
types, such as a modernized 
steam engine, an electric-bat- 
tery engine, or a hybrid com­ 
bining batteries and fuel com­ 
bustion.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Oppo­ 
nents of a giant underground 
nuclear 
explosion 
put 
final 
touches on a Supreme Court ap­ 
peal today as last-minute prep­

ahead on Amchitka Island off 
the Alaska coast. 
Environmentalist 
groups, 
turned down Wednesday by a 
U.S. Court of Appeals, said 
they still hoped to prove that 
the test scheduled for 5 p.m. 
EST Saturday is unsafe. 
Meanwhile, to dramatize his 
faith in the safety of the test, 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission 
Chairman James R. 
Schlesi- 
nger planned to fly to Alaska 
today to be present for the test 
of 
the 
Spartan 
antiballistic- 
missile warhead. 
Seven conservationist groups, 
headed by the Committee for 
Nuclear Responsibility, say the 
explosion is likely to set off 
earthquakes and tidal waves, 
spring radioactive waste into 
the air and kill fish and seals in 
the northern Pacific Ocean. 
They 
say 
the 
government 
suppressed evidence about en­ 
vironmental dangers by keep­ 
ing secret adverse reports and 
withholding 
government 
con­ 
clusions from a public state­ 
ment required by law on poten­ 
tial hazards. 
Among the evidence cited by 
the environmentalists was a se­ 
cret report written by Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s chief environmen­ 
tal adviser in December 1970, 
which said the Amchitka ex­ 
plosion could trigger a chain 
reaction 
of 
earthquakes 
all 
across the Pacific Ocean. 
Russell E. Train, chairman of 
the President’s Council on En­ 
vironmental Quality, said i-i the 
report that tests smaller than 
the 
five-megaton 
explosion 
planned Saturday had set off 
quakes of less intensity than 
the blasts.

House Chief 
Awaits Senate

COLI'M BLS, Ohio (AP) — 
Gauging;

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Rehnquist, Powell Grilled By Senate Judiciary Panel 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Su­ 
preme Court nominee William 
H. Rehnquist faces more ques­ 
tioning by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee after liberal Demo­ 
crats expressed concern about 
his conservative philosophy. 
But no challenge was raised 
at a 6Vfe-hour hearing Wednes­ 
day to the legal competence, in 
tegrity or judicial temperament 
of the 47-year-old Justice De­ 
partment lawyer—a top aide to 
Atty. Gen. John N, Mitchell. 


Sen. James O. Eastland, D- 
Miss., the committee chairman, 
said Richmond, Va., attorney 
Lewis F. Powell Jr. would take 
the witness chair later today 
after questioning of Rehnquist 
is completed. 
Rehnquist and Powell were 
named by President Nixon to 
fill the two vacancies on the 
high tribunal‘left by retirement 
of Justices John M. Harlan and 
the late Hugo L. Black. 
Although Powell, 64, also is a 


conservative, 
little 
opposition 
has surfaced in and out of Con­ 
gress to his nomination. 
Such organizations as Ameri­ 
cans for Democratic Action and 
the Leadership Conference on 
Civil Rights are 
opposed 
to 
Rehnquist’s 
nomination, 
but 
they have announced they do 
not intend to fight Senate con­ 
firmation of Powell. 
The 
American Bar Associ­ 
ation’s 
12-member 
committee 
on the Federal judiciary noti­ 


fied the Senate panel Wednes­ 
day of its unanimous opinion 
that both Rehnquist and Powell 
are qualified to serve on the 
Supreme Court. 
Such liberal Democrats as 
Philip A. Hart of Michigan, Ed­ 
ward lf. Kennedy of Massachu­ 
setts, Birch Bayh of indiana 
and John V. Tunney of Califor­ 
nia did most of the questioning 
at Wednesday’s hearing. 
Most of the Republicans, in 
i tho minority un the committee, 


still were waiting for their turn 
when an overnight recess was 
called. 
Here are some of the high­ 
lights of the testimony Reh­ 
nquist gave in a calm, deliber­ 
ate manner in answer to ques­ 
tions put to him:

Sniffing Success 


Tile U. S. Bureau of Customs, despite 
Hie electronic gear and sophisticated 
undercover apparatus at its disposal, 
has found its canine operatives to be 
among the most effective tools in the 
campaign against illicit drugs. In the 
first year of operation, dogs trained 
to sniff drugs in packages uncovered 
nearly $3 million worth of narcotics 
and other illegal drugs smugglers were 
attempting to bring into the country.

What, however, can Rehnquist 
reply if Teddy confronts him 
with, this blockbuster question?

R elinquish 
physical 
presence in the Senate hearing 
room will not be enough to 
prove him contemporary.

means in the Kennedy lexicon, 
but that if knowing how to drive 
an automobile is one of the 
marks of contemporaneity, he, 
Rehnquist, knows how to drive 
one — thus giving him an edge 
on Teddy.

And anyway, if the 
British did Uke his advice, the

is no more troubled by the

Ireland. Does it m atter to him 
that the overwhelming majority 
in the North desire to remain 
British subjects?

rule? The answer is no. His 
statem ent got a big play and 
it delighted those among his 
adm irers who take an atavistic 
delight in seeing the British told 
off. 
The Heath 
government 
treated Kennedy wth the icy 
contempt he deserves. 
The U.S. should, according to 
Teddy, a) cease intervening in 
Vietnam, but insure democratic 
elections there, and b) intervene 
in Ulster and Bangla Desh. Do 
I contradict myself? asked Walt 
Whitman, 
and 
triumphantly 
answered 
his own 
question: 
Yes, I contradict myself. He 
meant to express his vitality, 
indeed his modernity. By that 
criterion, Teddy Kennedy is a

much money the family needs 
and how much spending it must 
postpone to keep expenditures 
under control and achieve long­ 
term financial goals. 
“The secret of cash flow 
is 
that it doesn’t try just to match 
the cash you have today 
with 
the expenses you have today,” 
the New York bank explains. 
“ Rather it tries to anticipate 
your expenses for the whole 
year and compare them with 
the money you’ll have coming 
in for the whole year.” 
The bank suggests the use of 
five different work sheets. 
The first is a list of the types 
of income a family has coming 
in. The second records a fam i­ 
ly’s 
fixed 
expenses, 
over 
a 
year, which the bank suggests 
can 
be 
obtained 
by 
going 
through past checkbook stubs, 
rccepits, 
income 
tax 
returns 
and other records that might 
help the family remem ber what 
its unavoidable expenses were 
last year. 
The third sheet tells the fami­ 
ly how much discretionary 
in­ 
come they have for variable ex­ 
penses or what they have left 
after 
they 
have 
subtracted 
fixed expenses from income. 
On the fourth worksheet the 
bank suggests families record 
how they want to spend this 
discretionary income for things 
such as vacations, clothing, en­ 
tertainm ent 
and 
medical 
ex­ 
penses. On the fifth worksheet, 
variable 
expenses 
are 
sub­ 
tracted from discretionary in­ 
come. 
Obviously, 
the 
bank 
points 
out, if the discretionary income 
is greater the family has no 
budgetary 
problems. 
But 
if 
variable expenses are greater, 
cuts are needed. 
The system allows families to 
make sure money is available 


to 
cover 
unexpected 
emer­ 
gencies and some of the extras 
of life, the bank says. 
“And 
more importantly by 
analyzing your cash flow, you 
can uncover areas of expense 
that might be cut to help you 
make ends meet today and in­ 
crease your savings for the fu­ 
ture,” it continues. 
The bank says that one mis­ 
take many families make when 
budgeting is to try to reduce 
family entertainment and per­ 
sonal allowances to such a low 
level that no one sticks to them 
or that all the fun is taken out 
of everyday life.

that the job satisfaction stems 
from being at the center of 
power. “ There’s a psychic in­ 
come of being associated at 
this high level with decision 
making,” he said. “It’s this in­ 
come which sustains you.” 
Sachs, a Berkeley graduate 
with m aster’s degrees in eco­ 
nomics 
and 
urban 
regional 
planning from tile University of 
Pennsylvania, is responsible for 
analyzing military and econom­ 
ic assistance programs. 
Like most of his colleagues.

ceptions. the council offices are 
small, utilitarian and furnished 
in 
Early 
Bureaucrat—plastic 
brown sofas, cheap impression­ 
ist prints and thin rugs the col­ 
or of cement. 
But if the staffers’ offices are 
not impressive, their responsi­ 
bilities are. 
One of their duties is to write 
what they call “talking points” 
for presidential news confer­ 
ences: questions they think re­ 
porters will ask and preparing 
the answers. 
“ It’s great to watch one of 
these things 
and 
hear your 
question come up.” one staffer 
said. “ You know exactly what 
the President is going to say 
because you wrote the answer 
yourself. 
And the impressive 


thing is that he expands on 
your answer with his own ideas 
and insights.” 
Also, the stafi is expected to 
consult 
with

govern­ 
ment departm ents before drawl­ 
ing up memos, reports, recom ­ 
mendations and options. These 
go to the President who can 
then make a decision with full 
awareness of agency positions 
and national security implica­ 
tions. 
All staff members work long 
hours, six and often seven days 
a week. Salaries range from 
$15,OOO to $36,000 a year. 
The workload, the pressure, 
lack of public recognition and 
what some consider to lie in­ 
adequate access to Kissinger 
have driven away many staf­ 
fers. Of 17 original aides, only 7 
remain. 
“These kinds of jobs are so 
draining that there is seldom 
but rapid turnover,” said Haig, 
“ with 
such 
long 
hours, 
the 
price they pay with their fami­ 
lies, little salary and little pub­ 
licity, they come here at a per­ 
sonal and professional risk.” 
Haig, recruited from the Pen­ 
tagon 
as 
Kissinger’s 
liaison 
man with the military, watches 
over staff operations when Kis­ 
singer Is away. 
“ In many ways, Haig holds 
the staff together,” one staff 
member said. “ He understands 


the 
human element. 
This is 
something Kissinger lacks. All 
knows the staff as individuals.” 
While the staff looks to Haig 
as 
the man who undertands 
their 
problems. 
Kissinger 
is 
said to have been personally 
shaken by the resignations of 
several key aides. 
In an interview', he made it 
clear that he is aware of their 
frustrations, 
and 
understands 
how much he depends on their 
work. 
“They work 15 hours a day 
and anonymously. ’ said Kissin­ 
ger. “They do all the back­ 
ground work. Without them, I 
could not function.” 
And 
how 
does 
he 
reward 
them? Kissinger paused a mo­ 
ment, then quipped, “ Reward 
them? Why, with more work.”

Malpractice 


Claim Denied 


By Physicians 


CINCINNATI (AP) — Three 
physicians, acting as an “ex­ 
pert” jury in an unusual court 
proceeding. 
Wednesday 
ab­ 
solved an orthopedic surgeon of 
charges of malpractice in a 
$128,000 lawsuit. 
The panel ruled that “diag­ 
nosis in medicine is easily ac­ 
complished 
in 
retrospect” in 
finding in favor of Dr. John 
Schmerge. 
Good 
Samaritan 
Hospital, named in the same 
suit. was also found innocent 
Arthur Coleman of Cincinnati 
contended 
that 
the 
hospital 
staff and Dr. Schmerge failed 
to diagnose a complicated frac­ 
ture in his left hand when he 
was treated as an emergency 
patient in September, 1966. He 
claimed 
the defendants were 
negligent and that the hand is 
now permanently crippled. 
The suit also alleged the ex­ 
tent of the injury was not dis­ 
covered by the physician until 
a month after initial treatm ent. 
Schmerge denied the latter 
allegation 
and said the per 
rn anent injury was inevitable. 
Hamilton County Court Judge 
William S. Mathews, who in 
augurated the unusual proce­ 
dure. dismissed the suit against 
the hospital. He said the hospi 
tai was not responsible since 
the departm ents involved are 
operated by doctors on con­ 
tract. 
Mathews said the use of the 
“experts” was permitted only 
after both defendants and the 
plaintiff agreed to the proce­ 
dure. 
Mathews said the method had 
been suggested at a medical 
m alpractice seminar. The Cin­ 
cinnati Academy of Medicine 
recruited three physicians for 
the jury — Dr. El Rubenstein, 
a specialist in X ray diagnosis 
and Drs. T. H. Vinke and Ed­ 
ward Zenni Jr., both orthopedic 
surgeons. 
Mathews said that had the 
physicians found the defendant 
negligent, a regular jury would 
have been called to determine 
compensation.

made ‘‘misguided and unwar­ 
ranted use of force.” 
But in answer to a question 
by Kennedy, he said he had not 
urged a federal grand jury in­ 
vestigation.

was out of his bailiwick. 
Rehnquist said he played only 
a minor role in the govern­ 
ment’s attem pt to prevent pub­ 
lication of the ton-secret Penta­ 
gon Pa liers by several news­ 
papers.

Goof Stalls Hamilton County Vote Tally 


CINCINNATI (A P ) — Except 
for one time in 1964 when a 
photographer's 
flash 
bulb 
scared 
it. Hamilton County’s 
electronic 
vote counting 
ma­ 
chine — the Coleman System —- 
has proven an accurate, if not 
a speedy, system 
Sold to the Hamilton County 
Board of Elections in 1963 by- 
Theodore Coleman for $1.6 mil 
lion, it satisfied the Cincinnati 
Charter, 
which 
required 
all 
votes in city council elections to 
be counted in a single location. 
The law was part of the char­ 
ter reform in the mid-1920s to 
eliminate wholesale ballot stuff­ 
ing at the precincts. 
The board of elections in 1964 
sold its voting machines used 
outside Cincinnati and decided 
to concentrate on the new elec­ 
tronic system. Voters had 
de- 


cinnati. suburban and county 
elections. 
It 
was 
determined 
that new speed-up equipment, 
which cost $525,000, was not 
properly 
programmed 
and 
would have to be redone. 
Before Coleman, all ballots in 
the 
Cincinnati 
city 
elections 
were carted to a local hotel and 
hand counted at a cost of $50,- 
000 per election. 
The count was even slower 
before 1957 when the city had 
proportional representation vot­ 
ing and results were sometimes 
delayed a week. 
The system required voters 
to select candidates by placing 
a number next to their names 
by preference. 
Coleman’s first performance 
in 1964 counted the county’s 1,- 
365 precincts in 12 hours and 15 


Instead of marking ballots for 
the 
Coleman 
system, 
voters 
stamp a square next to the can­ 
didate's name with a sensitized 
ink. The scanner on the three- 
story 
machine 
picks 
up the 
stamp mark and records it as a 
vote. If the stamp is unclear or 
too many candidates were se­ 
lected, the ballot is tossed out 
for inspection by an election of­ 
ficial. 
Voting results, however, arc 
seldom known before noon the 
following day. As a result of 
late primary results in 1970, 
Ted Brown said his patience 
had come to an end with the 
Hamilton County system. 


The 
county 
attempted 
to 
remedy part of the problem 
this year by spending $525,000 
for equipment to send counting 
information 
to 
the 
Hamilton 
County central computer sys­ 
tem several blocks away, which 
assembles the information and 
prints out results.
